MARKET  REVIEW 


Sugar  sales  by  primary  distributors  in  1971  continue  to  compare  well 
with  last  vear,  when  record  quantities  were  distributed.  Preliminary 
reports  indicate  that  through  June  12,  1971  primary  distributors  sold 
4,601,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  4,748,000  tons  during 
the  same  period  of  1970.     Inclusion  of  constructive  deliveries  }J  of 

162,000  tons  at  year-end  1970  and  40,000  tons  at  year-end  1969  in  the 
year  of  actual  delivery  would  bring  physical  deliveries  in  1971  to 
4,763,000  tons,  or  onlv  25,000  tons  less  than  the  4,788,000  tons  phy- 
sically delivered  through  the  same  date  of  last  year.  Deliveries  by  cane 
sugar  refiners  of  3,352,000  tons  in  1971  are  about  60,000  tons  ahead  of 
last  year  while  beet  processors'  physical  deliveries  are  running  about 
67,000  tons  behind  those  on  the  comparable  date  of  last  year. 

Preliminary  reports  of  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all 
primary  distributors  on  May  29,  1971  totaled  2,525,000  short  tons,  raw 
value,  compared  with  2,424,000  tons  as  of  the  end  of  May  last  vear. 
Stocks  were  135,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  April  but  101,000  tons 
more  than  at  the  end  of  May  last  year.  Beet  processors1  stocks  of 
1,335,000  tons  were  91,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  about 
3,000  tons  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  stocks  of  raw 
and  refined  sugar  were  reported  as  877,000  tons,  about  13,000  tons  more 
than  at  the  end  of  April  and  about  75,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of 
May  last  year. 


Regionally,  reported  distribution  of  refined  sugar  by        states  of 
destination  for  the  period  January-April  1971  was  2.9  percent  below  that 
of  the  comparable  period  of  1970.  Increases  occurred  in  two  of  the  five 
regions,  with  the  South  up  2.0  percent  and  the  mid-Atlantic  region  ud 
1.1  percent.    Decreases  occurred  in  the  West  which  was  down  10.5  percent, 
the  North  Central  down  6.2  percent  and  the  New  England  region  down  2.9 
percent.  Individually,  24  states  received  more  sugar  in  the  1971  period, 
25  received  less  and  one  about  the  same  quantities.     Florida  had  the 
largest  increase,  218,000  hundredweight,  followed  by  New  Jersey  up 
165,000  and  Ohio  up  115,000  hundredweight.  Of  those  states  where  re- 
ported deliveries  were  less  during  the  January-April  1971  period,  five 


had  declines  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight  and  three  of  more  than 
200,000  hundredweight .  The  three  states  with  the  largest  declines  were 
Illinois  down  983,000  hundredweight,  California  down  656,000  and  Indiana 
down  294,000  hundredweight. 

1/  Sugar  sold  before  year's  end  but  physically  delivered  in  the  first 
two  months  of  the  following  year. 
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Deliveries  of  packaged,  bulk  and  liauid  sugar  (both  beet  and  cane) 
reported  by  primary  distributors  during  the  first  quarter    of  1971 

were  about  three  percent  less  than  those  of  the  first  auarter  of  1970. 
Total  direct  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  increased  4.7  percent  comDared 
with  a  decrease  of  21.8  percent  in  the  direct  deliveries  of  beet  sugar. 
However,  had  the  beet  sugar  reported  constructively  delivered  at  vear- 
end  1970  and  1969  been  included  in  the  year  of  actual  delivery,  1971 
first  quarter  physical  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  would  have  been  onlv 
4.3  percent  less  than  those  of  the  first  quarter  of  1970. 

Reported  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages  during 
the  first  quarter  of  1971  were  10.8  percent  above  those  of  the  same 
quarter  of  1970,  while  deliveries  of  similarlv  packaged  beet  sugar  were 
6.0  percent  less.  Other  sharply  contrasting  figures  were  an  increase  of 
24.3  percent  in  the  deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  cane  sugar  in  the 
1971  quarter  as  compared  with  1970  and  a  decline  of  26.8  percent  for 
bulk  granulated  beet  sugar.  On  the  other  hand,  deliveries  of  liquid 
beet  sugar  were  up  11.6  percent  while  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar 
were  down  6.5  percent. 

Reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  type  of  buyer  during  the 
first  quarter  of  1971  were  down  4.3  percent  to  industrial  type  users  as 
a  group,  as  compared  with  the  first  quarter  of  1970.        Deliveries  to 
bakers  and  confectioners  were  down  the  most,  16.6  aoo  13.7  percent  re- 
spectively.    Deliveries  to  beverage  manufacturers,  the  largest  users, 
decreased  3.5  percent  while  increased  deliveries  were        reported  to 
canners  up  13.1  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairv  products  up  5.2  percent, 
multiple  and  unclassified  food  uses  up  15.4  percent  and  non-food  pro- 
ducts up  9.0  percent.     Deliveries  to  non-  industrial  tyne  users  de- 
creased 1.3  percent  with  retail  grocers,  the  second  largest  non-industrial 
type  user  the  only  category  to  show  an  increase  —  2.8  percent.  Non- 
industrial  categories  showing  decreased  deliveries  in  the  1971  quarter 
as  compared  with  1970,  were  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions  down 
8.6  percent,  wholesalers,  the  largest  user  down  2.9  percent  and  all 
other  deliveries,  a  relatively  minor  category,  down  11.5  percent. 

Dextrose  sales  by  primary  distributors  in  the  first  quarter  of  1971, 
by  type  of  buyer,  decreased  1.9  percent  below  those  of  the  first  quarter 
of  1970.  Sales  to  industrial  users,  which  made  up  97  percent  of  the 
total  dextrose  sales  during  the  quarter,  decreased  1.8  percent  and  sales 
to  non- industrial  users  decreased  6.7  percent.  Four  of  the  seven  indus- 
trial type  users  received  more  dextrose  during  the  quarter  with  deliv-"- 
eries  for  use  in  beverages,  which  accounted  for  about  13  percent  of  all 
of  the  shipments  reported  (the  third  largest  user),  increasing  the  most- 
up  47.1  percent  while  shipments  to  bakeries  and  non-food  products,  the 
largest  and  second  largest  users,  declined  12.0  and  15.2  percent,  re- 
spectively. 
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Since  the  last  issue  of  Sugar  Reports,  announced  increases  in  the 
quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  the  basis  pack- 
100-pound  paper  bags —  were  reported  in  all  sales  regions , except  the 
Northwest  Intermountain  and  the  Pacific  Coast. 

On  June  7,  1971,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  effective  at 
the  close  of  business  the  same  day,   the  price  quotations  for  industrial 
sugars  would  be  increased  .20  cent  per  pound  in  the  Northeast , Southeast , 
Gulf  and  Chicago-west  regions.  The  effect  of  the  announcement  was 
to  raise  the  quoted  price  in  the  Northeast  from  12.40  to  12.60  cents 
per  pound,  in  the  Southeast  from  12.00  to  12.20  cents,  in  .the  Gulf  from 
11.50  to  11.70  cents  and  in  the  Chicago-west  region  from  11.60  to  11.80 
cents  per  pound.     The  announcement  also  provided  that,   subject  to  with- 
drawal without  prior  notice,  consideration  would  be  given,  until  close 
of  business  June  30,  1971,  to  orders  for  shipment  of  industrial  products 
during  the  period  July  1  through  August  13,  1971,  at  the  new  higher 
prices.     Other  interested  sellers  in  these  regions  followed  with  an- 
nouncements of  similar  price  increases.     In  response  to  competitive 
announcements  in  the  Southeast,  the  effective  date  of  the  price  in- 
crease in  that  region  was  amended  to  close-of-business  June  18,  1971. 

Beet  processors  selling  in  the  Chicago-west  region  announced  similar 
increases  in  the  quotations  for  industrial  products  but  provided  that 
on  a  day-to-day  basis,  orders  would  be  considered  at  preannouncement 
prices  for  shipment  and  delivery  through  June  30,  1971. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  whole 
sale  in  the  basis  pack  and  in  bulk  by  regions.  Significant  variations  of 
actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  mav  be  found  in  certain  regions  re- 
flecting competitive  conditions.

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The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper  bags  during  May  was  13.54  cents  per  pound  unchanged  from  Anril 
and  up  from  12.84  cents  in  May  of  last  year. 

The  price  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New 
York,  as  established  by  the  spot  committee  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and 
Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  8.46  cents  per  pound  during  May,  up  from  8.29 
cents  during  April  and  8.16  cents  during  May  of  last  year. For. the  first 
five  months  of  this  year  the  price  quotation  has  averaged  8.38  cents 
per  pound  compared  with  8.01  cents  during  the  same  months  of  last  year. 
During  June  the  quotation  has  continued  a  strengthening  trend  which 
started  late  in  May.  On  June  1  the  quotation  was  8.47  cents  but  in- 
creased to  8.50  cents  on  June  4,  to  8.53  cents  on  June  8  and  to  8.57 
cents  on  June  11.  For  the  period  June  1-22  the  quotation  has  averaged 
8.54  cents  per  pound  compared  with  8.22  cents  during  the  same  period 
last  year. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  June  5,  1971  totaled 
445,232  short  tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  490,104  tons  produced 
through  June  6,  1970. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Puerto  Rico  through  June  13,1971  totaled 
284,452  short  tons,  96°  basis,  compared  with  450,359  tons  produced 
through  June  14  of  last  year.  The  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  in 
1971  has  averaged  7.144  percent  or  somewhat  below  the  average  of 
7.833  percent  for  the  comparable  period  of  1970.  Unfavorable  weather 
during  harvest  in  1971  combined  with  increased  use  of  mechanical  har- 
vesters has  resulted  in  more  trash  in  the  cane  which  has  reduced  the 
yields . 

The  spot  quotation  for  World  bulk  sugar  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at 

Greater  Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New 
York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  4.35  cents  per  pound  during 
May  down  from  4.61  cents  during  April  but  up  from  3.63  cents  during  May 
of  last  year. 

The  price  quotation  pursued  a  weakening  trend  through  the  month 
falling  from  4.43  cents  on  May  3  to  4.20  cents  per  pound  on  May  28.  It 
has  continued  to  decline  in  June,  falling  to  4.00  cents  per  pound  on 
June  11  and  14.  Since  then  the  quotation  has  strengthened.  On  June  22 
the  quotation  was  4. 15 cents  and  for  the  period  June  1-22  averaged 
4.10  cents  compared  with  an  average  of  3.71  cents  per  pound  during  this 
period  of  last  year.  On  June  22'futures  contracts  for  September  1971 
delivery  of  World  sugar  were  quoted  at  4.32  cents  per  pound  and  for 
October  197^  delivery  at      4.37  cents.

To  qualify  for  payments  under  the  Sugar  Act  of 
1948,  as  amended,  producers  must  pay  all  persons 
employed  on  the  farm  in  producing,  cultivating 
or  harvesting  sugarcane  in  full  and  at  wage  rates 
not  less  than  those  determined  fair  and  reason- 
able by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  after  public 
hearing  and  investigation.
